Here are some short cuts for home 
management: 

Roll out cookies on cookie sheet, 
cut, pick up trimmings, and tins are 
ready for the oven. 

Roll out biscuits or pastry on 
floured canvas or brown paper. Can¬ 
vas can be rolled around rolling pin 
and used again and there is no board 
to wash. 

Grandmother used to scour her 
copper pots with salt and vinegar. 
Try it on your copper bottomed pans 
for It works like magic. 

Quick catches:- Lay four strips of 
waxed paper around cake plate. Frost 
cake right on the plate, then slide 
out the paper. Your cake-plate’s par¬ 
ty-neat. 

Your hat veil’s party neat too. 
when you press the veil between two 
sheets of waxed paper. The warm 
iron melts a little of the wax, giving 
veiling Just the crisp, fresh look you 
want. 

When next you spill grease, quickly 
rub an ice cube over the spill. This 
cold application hardens the grease, 
so preventing it from soaking Into 
the surface. 

Much time and labor can be saved 
by scalding dishes and letting them 
stand in a rack to dry rather than 
wiping them. 

Vinegar added to the rinse water 
helps to brighten the glass ware. A 
dash of vinegar added to the soapy 
dish water removes fish and onion 
odors from cutlery and dishes. 

In warm weather, breed will keep 
fresh and free from mold If wrapped 
In a vapor-proof plastic bag.

Here are some portents for u lucky 
day’s catch that you can look for 
when planning to drive off to your 
favorite piscatorial retreat. 

Fish bite best when they can see 
best. This means they feed mote 
when the waters are clear, not mud¬ 
dy. The moon seems to affect the 
fish’s appetite too. In fact, there's a 
saying, “Fish bite best when the 
moon is bright, and this is true botli 
day und night,” that many fishermen 
swear by. 

A good off-shore breeze is another 
lucky omen. The ripple on the water 
hides you from the fish. Rough water 
however, will hide the bait from the 
fish. 

Many anglers consult a barometer 
before setting forth on their sport. 
They stay in bed if the barometer is 
low, but jump out early and fast 
when it is high or rising. 

Incidentally, the warmer the water, 
the deeper should be your plugs, 
spoons or spinners, as the fish seek 
out the cooler level. 

Actually, the enjoyment for most 
people is not in catching fish — but 
just in “goin' fishin’.”

Beaumont worked hard but 
failed to close the wound. Neverthe¬ 
less, he wss able to apply bandages 
in such s way that the stomach 
could still do its normal work. « 
A year later the boy needed s 
cathartic, and Beaumont gave it to 
him through the hole in the stomach. 
It worked as well ns if it had been 
given by mouth! With groat daring 
Beaumont then decided to launch a 
series of experiments that won him 
honors as one of medicine’s greatest 
researchers. O < 

Out of St. Martin’s open wound 
he made s living test tube. He dan¬ 
gled small bits of food on string 
into the hole and hours later with¬ 
drew from the stomach what was 
left, carefully noting what he saw. 

In seven years Beaumont executed 
238 experiments on an often rebel¬ 
lious subject. He proved man’s di¬ 
gestive process was purely chemical 
and that emotional disturbances 
could affect digestion or even stop it. 

St. Martin lived long after Beau¬ 
mont died, earning his living from 
medical schools. —
